Much fuss is likely to be made over 
Angelo Bartlett Giamatti for being the 
first “ethnic" president of Yale, as well 
as its youngest, but his mother is 
Anglo-Saxon, and he was raised in 
classic Ivy League fashion. Bom in 
v Boston on April 14, 1938. he is the 
son of Mary Claybaugh Walton and 
Valentine Giamatti, Yale Class of 1932 
and now professor-emeritus of Italian 
at Mount Holyoke College. 

“He came by his interest in literature 
naturally," Dr. Giamatti's father said. 
"We talked about The Divine Comedy 1 » 
over dinner, and it was clear ftqrn the 

■ beginning that he had a tremendous 
aptitude for languages and literalujd." 

While his father was on sabbAical 
in Italy. Angelo Giamatti attended the 
International School of Rome. And he 
is a graduate of Phillips Academy at 
Andover, .Mass. He was graduated 
magna cum laudp from Yale in I960, 
and in 1964 received his Ph.D. in com- 
parative literature from the university. 
After graduation.' he taught Italian 
I and comparative literature at Prince- 
ton, and in the summer of 1966 he 
was a visiting professor of comparative 
literature at New York University. In H 
1967 he joined the Yale faculty as an fi 
assistant professor of English and a 1 
year later he was promoted to associ- 9 
ate professor.
